in e s , including missions. 
The largest beneficiary was the M et­ 
ropolitan 
Museum of 
A rts 
in 
New 
York city, w hich received $23,000,000, 
Including an art collection valued at 
$15,000,000 from the Benjam in Altm an 
estate, a collection of arm s valued at 
$5,000,000 from W . M. Biggs, and the 
w hole estate of J. M. Ham m ond, the 
typ ew riter m anufacturer, estim ated at 
$3,000,000. This does not include w hat 
the museum m ay receive from 
the 
$50,000,000 collection of J. 
Pierp ont 
M organ, part of which Is now on loan 
^exhibition In the museum. 
Probably the next largest beneficiary 
of the year Is the foundation for ch ar­ 
itable purposes established by Jo h n D. 
R o ckefeller, chartered in the state of 
N ew Y'ork. 
The am ount is not named, 
and ultim ately may exceed the gifts to 
the museum. 
T h e 
$10,000,000 given 
by Andrew 
Carnegie for a charitab le foundation 
in his native town, Dunferm line, Sco t­ 
land, comes next. 
The gifts of O liver 
H . Payne, of $4,250,000 to Cornell uni­ 
versity, and Robert I*. Doremus. esti­ 
mated at under $5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , to W a sh in g ­ 
ton and Lee university of V irgin ia, are 
in the same class. 
B u t the xnoet unique and heart-stir­ 
ring gift of the whole year was that of 
Reed B 
Freem an of Bingham ton, N 
Y., who gave his whole fortune, est! 
mated at $3,000,000, to the fam ilies of 
the 30 girls who |M*rlshed in the burn­ 
ing of bis factory, and at sixty-five 
years of age began business again as
